Arthur Coole's coin collection. I've taken the following material fri

Rev. Arthur Coole, pastor of the Quindaro Methodist Church of 
Kansas City, and former missionary to China, began collecting Chinese Bis 
coins as a boy. His collection contains more than 4,000 Chinese coins 
and amulets. 

Rev. Coole first went to China with his parents, who were mission- 
aries. His father was also an ardent coin collector. 

Chinese copper and bronze coins ceme into use somewhere between 
1,100 and 770 B.C. Rev. Coole believes there is a strong possibility 
that the Persians and Chinese aperted using coins for money at about 
the same time. These early coins were shaped like shovels and swords 
pecause they were used in bartering for shovels and swords . 

Having a complete set of Chinese coins is nearly impossible. ‘hen 
minting in China became state-controlled there were eighty-six provinces 
or states ang each could circulate its own system of coins. To further 
complicate the problem, during certain eras in China‘’s history, foreign 
currency was in common circulation. 

With his coins he can trace the rise and fall of various dynasties. 

In addition to his coin collection Rev. Coole has the largest 
library in the world on Chinese coins. The volumes, some of which are 
collectors’ items themselves, occupy thirty feet of shelf space. 

Rev. Coole has written two books on Chinese coins and amulets. 

One entitled “A Biography on Far Hastern Coins and a Union Index of 
the Currency and Amulets of the Far Hast” is considered one of the 
‘finest bibliogrephies in the world on Chinese coins by numismatists. 


‘Rev. Coole ig one of our most recent members to the Rorum. As far 
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as I know he is the only member who collects Oriental Coins.
